Elba native ties music, education and children’s television together

What do music, education and 
children’s television have in 
common? Or, maybe the ques- 
tion should be who instead of 
what. Regardless, the answer 1s 
simple...the what and who 1s 
Elba’s very own Art Williams. 

After just one conversation 
with Williams, anyone can tell 
that music, education and chil- 
dren's television are and have 
always been very important to 
him, and he is currently involved 
in a new project that links these 
three things together. 

A 1992 graduate of Elba High 
School, Williams received his 
Bachelor's degree in music edu- 
cation. from Troy — State 
University (TSU) in 1997, He 
then taught high school choral 
(grades 9-12} in Phenix City for 
a while before returning to Troy 
State to acquire his Master's 
degree in education, He received 
his Master's in 2000 and taught 
in the music department at the 
university for three years (piano, 
ear training and music for the 
elementary child).

While teaching in the music 
department at TSU, Williams 
said Robert Smith was director 
of bands, for the university. 
During this time, Smith saw a 
pilot Williams created at TSU 
involving puppet characters in 
an educational setting and pre- 
sented him with an opportunity 
which led to his current project, 

Williams said Smith and his 
wife, Susan, created a new way 
to teach music in schools, and 
this curriculum was innovative 
in that it is the first to “go all the 
way” in connecting elementary 
music education with high 
school music education, 

The curriculum is entitled 
‘Music Expressions’ and it is 
being released through Warner 
Brothers Publishing, a division 
of the Warner Brothers 
Company. 

As for Williams’ part in this 
project, he creates the video por- 
tion of the curriculum, and said 
he has been working on the proj- 
ect for two years, During ‘this 
time, Williams created a set of 
seven puppet characters for the 
program, created the setting of 


the production set for the videos, 
wrote the scripts and served as 
host. 

“| hope this will be very suc- 
cessful if it can be helpful in 
introducing children to music 
and helping them learn more 
about it,” Williams said. “It has 
been a very natural transition to 
produce these videos because of 
the important role music played 
for me as a child and on into my 
adult life.” 

While visiting Elba earlier this 
week, Williams said production 
recently finished for the kinder- 
uurten through fifth grade videos 
including approximately 65 
video segments averaging about 
10 minutes each, and his plans 
were to return to Orlando, Fla. 
(where he currently works) later 
in the week to edit the videos. 

Although editing will take a 
couple of months, Williams said 
the curriculum is already being 
marketed and some schools will 
begin using it in the fall, 

He also said production will 
continue in the near future for 
the high school portions of the 
curriculum which will break

“Music is an important way that

As for the overall aspect of ~themselves.” 


this teaching tool, Williams said 
the kindergarten through fifth 
grade curriculum focuses mostly 
on general music education, and 
the lessons are broken down into 
segments. Each video segment 
will feature Williams and his 
seven character puppet crew as 
they perform to help the students 
understand the concept being 
taught, es 

The idea is to help students 
gain a better understanding of 
music, 

“We met some wonderful peo- 
ple from all parts of the world 
through producing these videos 
as they shared: their music,” 
Williams said. 

For example, he said some of 
the videos share music from 
Russia, Jamaica, Aftica, India 
and Brazil just to name few, 

“We need to be proactive in 
offering children exposure to 
many different ways of oxpress- 

g themselves,” Williams said.

Grimes that the grant had been 
approved. Local matching funds 
of $23,831 have been pledged to 
the project. 

The grant was awarded from 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds made available to 
the state by the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development, 
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The Alabama legislature has not officially completed the 
2003 regular session of the legislature, The regular session 
saw a total of 1322 bills in the two houses of the legisla- 
ture, Fortunately for the people of Alabama only a small 
percentage of these “things” passed. Some of the ones 
which died would probably have been for the better, but as 
always, there Were some real dogs that got lost in the shuf- 
fle. Sometimes we wonder if lawmakers maybe introduce 
certain bills just to win favor with some individual ot 
group back home. They maybe know full well it is a bad, 
and unfixable, bill and with a few quite words from the 
Original sponsor, it will fade away, Smart politics, but bad 
business because some of those dogs actually make it into 
law, 


Professional statewide polls are showing what we were 
already talking about in Coffee County. The $1 billion 
plus tax package just approved in a special session of the 
Alabama legislature is dead in the water. Governor Riley 
is pulling out all stops to win passage of the tax package, 
but a win on this one will take a miracle. Very, very few 
of us (if any) know fully the impact those changes would 
have on us individually or as a state. Most of the negatives 
we are hearing are simply disbelief that the little guy will 
not be hurt and an inborn dislike of more taxes. There are 
less than 90 days left before the September 9th vote on 
these taxes and we predict the negative numbers to 
increase during that time - not decrease as proponents 
want to happen. 


It was a surprise to pick up the newspapers Monday morn- 
ing and read that SouthTrust CEO Wallace Malone had 
come out against the pending Alabama tax package. We 
thought the banks were coming out pretty good in the 
increases. In fact what we were waiting for was the oppo- 
nents of the tax increases to start reporting that the banks, 
Alabama Power, etc. had funded, and thus influenced, the 
study which Governor Riley used to write his tax increase 
bills, therefore they escaped damaging increases faced by 
some other groups. Our long time friend William (Bill) 
O’Connor led the charge with those recommendations 
after resigning as head of the Business Council of 
Alabama (BCA) about the time the governor’s race was 
over and it was (is) funded by several of the big money 
movers and shakers in Alabama. Actually Alabama Power 
folks are probably grinning due to the property tax cuts 
they gained in the new law. The banks should be also. 
Maybe the problem is that entirely too many of the bank’s 
depositors will be hurt is what prompted Malone.to cut the 
strings from the project. Oh, that doesn’t really matter, but 
remember this guy will influence a lot of votes with his 
negative position, especially with so many voters unsure 
of the actual personal impact of the tax increase measures,
